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TRAVER'ER HIM SELF AGAIN. 

A typical Chicago October day and a good 
program, three of the six races being at one and 
one-sixteenth miles or over, induced a large 
attendance at Hawthorne. The crisp air was a 
trifle wearing on the gentlemen from the south, 
and John Oberlander, of New Orleans, led the 
heavy overcoat brigade. The colored boys from 
Dixie Land were unusually busy trying to get 
together the shekels necessary to purchase a 
ticket to a warmer clime, and their brethren of 
the north fondly talked of the coming of the 
days when craps would be the winter sport and 
opossum take the place of watermelon. 

Twenty regular and two field bookmakers 
were on. Riley Grannan arrived from New York 
City and “cut in” on the “dead line.” Opening 
speculation on the first race, Jim Carroll gave 
an exhibition of fast work with rubber and 
chalk, much to the delight of persons that 
appreciate fun. “Virginia” would have up a 
false price aga nst a horse, and when a forest of 
bank notes were shoved at him he would be so 
t busy chalking up and rubbing prices that no 
had a chance to get money into his hand. 
»Vith George Rose on the next box laughing and 
Marcus Cartwright “sawing wood” on the stand 
at his right Carroll kept up bis antics for some 
minutes. Encouraged by a crowd comprised of 
hundreds, and settling down to real booking at 
last, he had accomplished his purpose, for J. J. 
Carroll has the reputation of being known by 
sight and name by almost every racegoer. 

Her Favor and Hardiy had the first race to 
themselves after covering a quarter where as 
named they raced in front. Hardly got to and 
passed Her Favor in the last one hundred yards 
and won the race in a whipping finish. Muska- 
dine was third. He had been backed heavily 
at post time, but landed several lengths behind 
the first money. Dousterswivel, beaten with 
the gad most of the way, was a fair fourth, and 
Marcato fifth. Babieca finished up at the six- 
teenth. Agnes C showed second around the 
first turn but was soon outrun. Bellamy showed 
well up at the half. Hampden, the first horse 
to carry Wm. Wallace’s colors this year in 
Chicago, was near the rear on the far turn. The 
start was never excelled, the fourteen horses 
getting off nearly abreast and all racing. 

‘“Virginia” Bradley showed that he had faith 
in Bloss' statement that overconfidence cost 
Traverser the race October 3, when he was 
beaten by Mary Black, for he allowed the boy 
to ride yesterday, and not only this, but the 
owner put $200 on his horse. He was rewarded 
by seeing Traverser win all the way. Ailyar 
was always second, two lengths back, and May 
W. third by a like distance. Traverser won 
hard held while Ailyar was whipping an 
eighth out. The start was a fairly good one, 
Our Nellie breaking last. Sea Lion met with 
interference and was lengths in the rear at the 
first sixteenth. Hugh Penny ran fourth a 
length behind May W. 

Cherry Leaf does not run so well in front it 
seems. He was second passing the judges in 
the third race, What er Lou leading, but as 
Beauchamp on the favorite refused to set the 
Rutter played into his hand and sent 
C^^ ry Leaf along. At the half mile ground 
on the backstretch Cherry Leaf was first by an 
open length, What er Lou second, The Devil 
and Azucena paired two lengths away. Closer 
order on the upper turn and What er Lou 
passed Cherry Leaf entering the straight where 
Azucena made her run, but could never get by 
The Devil. At the final eighth one cut of the 
whip sent What er Lon an open length to the 
good and Cherry Leaf, dying, was beaten, 
whipped out, for third place by Azucena, The 
Devil landing two lengths behind What er Lou 



The winning of Zolo made the bookmakers 
happy. Azucena in the same stable carried the 
smart money in her race, but this fellow was 
practically ignored. Zolo led all the way, and 
up the backstretch was lengths to the good but 
at the finish he was all out and Gold Band ran 
him to a neck. The ride on Gold Band was se- 
verely criticized, as lying in a prominent place 
up the backstretch Holden dropped her out of 
the race on the upper turn, seeing which the 
cry arose, “An accident has happened to Gold 
Band.” In the homestretch Holden came up 
very fast on the inside rail. Now it may be 
possible that the boy fancied he was riding 
Diggs, who can win from “any old place.” 
Parties familiar with Gold Band’s running, say 
that she always goes to the front provided she 
has speed enough. The mare certainly “died 
in front” at her last start. Mr. Benson, a 
shrewd turfman, when asked “what happened 
to Gold Band?” answered sadly, “1 don’t know! 
Something always happens to the horses I bet 
on.” Bridgeton was outrun the first part of 
the race but finished strong, landing third from 
Count Fonso, who was second a quarter from 
home. Con Reagan and Cochise showed a little 
speed at the start. 

When Survivor won a yell went up. “Differ- 
ence in tracks,” some said. “The last shall be 
first,” etc., etc., as usual when such things hap- 
pen on a racetrack. Be true set the pace to the 
far turn, Capsicum second, Survivor third ; then 
the latter gained and was first into the home- 
stretch, attended by Queen of Song, the pair 
going to the outside of the course. Capsicum 
came on in the center of the track and, with 
Survivor and Queen of Song, made a pretty 
race, the trio being nearly abreast— all whip- 
ping— at the last sixteenth, where Shinfane, on 
the rail was nearly on a level with them. In a 
hot drive to the wire Survivor finished ahead of 
Capsicum, Mr. Rodegap’s horse being lapped 
on, while Queen of Song, third, was two lengths 
better than Shinfane, he three lengths ahead of 
Oleska, she leading the ruck. Numa showed 
speed for three-eighths. Be True stopped as 
usual after running a half mile. Boardman 
was left at the post. 

The last race produced another great finish 
anri none could say whether Treachery or 
Double Dummy had won, while Sutton was 
lapped on. Double Dummy’s number going up 
caused the bookmakers for the second time of 
the day to dance a jig. Treachery, Inconstancy, 
Teut mna was the order at the fractional part 
ofjthe distance as the judges stand was passed. 
Inconstancy was leading into the backstretch, 
Alvarado II second, Tranby third, Sutton 
fourth. Already Teutonna, a heavily supported 
animal, was dropping back and at the far turn 
she was quite out of it. Alvarado II lived until 
well within the straight, then died away. His 
place was taken by Double Dummy and Incon- 
stancy dropping back Sutton joined the leaders 
at the final eighth, from which the battle was a 
royal one. Tranby was cut off at the head of 
the homestretch but “Cass” Sloan taking the 
outside did as well as any one could and the 
horse finished fourth close up. 

The probable starters for the Stallion Stakes 
are: Jinks, 115; Miss Marion, 115; The Barris- 

ter, 118, (he left Cincinnati for Chicago last 
night); Fleischmann’s trio, Capsicum, 118, and 
Carter H. Harrison Jr , 1C8. No eastern owners 
have been heard frcm. Secretary Kuhl thinks 
that Chancery, Sea Lion, Mallakawa, El Mido, 
and Air Blast will start, but such is not the gen- 
eral opinion among horsemen. No horse will 
carry a penalty, but Corrigan’s colt has a ten 
pound maiden allowance, and there is an allow- 
ance for the get of sires never having produced 
a winner at the time of nomination. 

Jockey Hotliersall thinks that he is given 



slight chance by his employer, Cahn, saying 
that the latter will not put him up when his 
horses are in a “soft spot.” Capt. Rees, who, 
by the jockeys is considered a friend alive to 
their interests, told Hothersall that he would 
speak to Mr. Cahn and try to remedy matters. 

Enchanter was schooled at the gate Wednes- 
day morning, but Starter Bruen decided that 
the fast sprinter was not yet up to the require- 
ments as a tractable horse. 

George C. Bennett of Memphis is in town. He 
said: “I have no race horses here, but am going 
to stay until frost drives me home.” 

There are almost as many big turf sports in 
Chicago at present as at any time during the 
Washington Park meeting. 

Capt. J. B. Malone, of Gallatin, Tenn., so long 
the presiding judge at Hawthorne in the old 
days, was a visitor. 

Ed Austin was a newcomer in Jhe betting 

ring. 

FRANK BELL’S LINEAGE. 

Big Henry, the sire of Frank Bell, was sired 
by Melbourne Jr. and is out of a great produc- 
ing dam, Lida Gaines, the last of whose produce 
is Harry Gaines. Big Henry was the second 
foal of his dam, a mare that threw ten or eleven 
winners, among them John Henry, Andelia 
(dam of Sunshine Whisky) Anna and Burr Oak, 
a noted steeplechaser. Big Henry was the 
same age of Fonso and was foaled in 1877. 
He was brought to Chicago by the late Bert 
Scully, brother of the popular “Bill,” and at 
the old West Side track won a race in 1880, 
aftei wards losing at heats to Kinkead, a noted 
horse. Broken down Big Henry was sold to par- 
ties living in the country and after being 
patched up won some races before going to the 
stud. Hi Henry brought Big Henry into promi- 
nence. Although short bied on the dam’s side 
Hi Henry (a very fast horse— witness his de- 
feat of Eugene Leigh’s crack two-year-old filly, 
La Belle, at Washington Park, one-half mile in 
48 seconds) ; finally was “strung out” and was 
just beaten in a mile dash run in 1 :42i, on one 
of the Indiana tracks. 

It is thought that Frank Bell will be a much 
better three and four-year-old than was Hi 
Henry, as his dam, Flora Leach, has enough 
crosses to be classified as a thoroughbred. The 
colt’s flight of speed is little short of phenome- 
nal as shown when he ran right away from 
Imp. W T ith such a jockey up as “Tod” Sloan 
he would most likely have beaten this mare at 
their last meeting, although the youngster was 
conceding five pounds. If Frank Bell had been 
restrained until the homestretch, then shot 
away into a lead of the four lengths he had 
earlier in the race Imp could never have made 
up the ground. 

Lida Gaines was sired by War Dance and the 
blood of the latter is still potent in horses noted 
for great staying qualities. Flora Leach, Frank 
Bell’s dam is now twenty-four years old. She 
is by Marion out of a Bonnie Scotland mare. 

OTHERS MAY COME. 

Wednesday’s New York Sun says: “Eastern 
horsemen are manifesting a lively interest in 
the outcome of the Hawthorne Stallion Stakes 
to be decided at jChicago on Saturday. Yes- 
terday C. Fleischmann & Sons shipped their 
three candidates— Alpen, Dr. Eichberg and 
Sir Hubert- for the scene. They left Mor- 
ris Park in the pink of condition, and 
are under the personal care of Trainer Tom 
Walsh. John E. Madden’s Rhinelander is suf- 
fering from a cold, and the Kentucky horseman 
will not send him on. It is not thought that 
any others will make the trip from here, but 
there is a remote possibility that George E. 
Smith, Mrs. Byron McClelland and F. V. Alex- 
ander may decide to send on their candidates' 
at the last moment.” 



THE HORSES DOWN EAST. 

Of eastern horses and other racing topics 
Monday’s New York Sun says: “The opening 
of the autumn meeting of the Westchester 
Racing Association at Morris Park on Satur- 
day showed that interest in the sport is grow- 
ing rather than diminishing. Regular follow- 
ers of the game are by no means satiated, and 
the element of uncertainty is as much a factor 
as in the early spring. In previous seasons at 
this stage the best horse in each division had 
asserted himself, but this year the question of 
supremacy remains unusually open. 

“There was a notable instance of this on Sat- 
urday among the two-year-old division, when 
William Hendrie’s Futurity winner, Martimas, 
finished last in the field of sixteen that turned 
out for the Nuisery Handicap. The Canadian 
crack zigzagged all. over the course, and after 
looking like a winner for four furlongs, dropped 
out of the race. He had the steadying weight 
of 126 pounds up, and it is said that this was 
more than he cares to carry. Another notable 
failure was Black Venus, the fast filly 
in E. O. Pepper’s string, who cut such a 
wide swath at Sheepshead Bay. She was 
coupled in the betting with Kentucky Colonel, 
and principally on the strength of her reputa- 
tion the Pepper pair were made favorites. The 
Kantaka filly got no closer than fifth, while 
Kentucky Colonel ran into second place within 
a head of Ethelbert. The starters included 
nearly *all of the best two-year-olds in training, 
and the result showed that the champion of the 
year in the juvenile division has yet to be picked 

“The new rule placing jumping events first on 
the card did not work very well, but the failure 
was due to an accident which is not likely to 
occur again. Most of the candidates engaged 
were delayed in transit, and of the three con- 
tenders on hand Moslem was easily the best. 
This made the third consecutive win for Mr. 
Cliamblet’s clever gelding, and he carried 151 
pounds to the front in such impressive style 
that owners of rival jumpers are beginning to 
wonder whether they can turn out anything to 
beat him for the balance of the season at this 
game. He fences well and seems to have a 
world of speed, but had Sir Vassar and Lady 
Dainty arrived in time they would probably 
have been played heavily against him. The 
next event over the sticks is accordingly looked 
forward to with much interest, as the jumping 
division in evidence this fall is generally ad- 
mitted to be the best in several years. 

“Since the retirement of Hamburg, three- 
year-old form is at “sixes and sevens,” and 
almost any trainer is justified in asserting that 
he holds the trump card. The diversity of 
opinion as to the merit of horses of this age 
was demonstrated on Saturday, when ten went 
to the post for the Jerome Handicap. Practi- 
cally all were backed, and the race went to 
Handball at 15 to 1, while the favorite had to be 
content with fourth place. The race was run 
in remarkably fast time, and as most of the 
runners were right in it to the finish there is 
every promise of many more spirited struggles 
between the lot before one is named as Ham- 
burg’s legitimate successor. Among the fillies 
it is a different story, as the crown is already 
conceded to Briar Sweet, and if this grand 
young mare maintains her form she is almost 
certain to finish at the head of her class. 

“The merits of the older division furnish a 
puzzle to all the handicappers, and few of the 
10,000 visitors at Morris Park on Saturday 
ventured to pick Sanders against Algol, White 
Frost and Royal Stag. The three-year-old, 
however, beat his older rivals comfortably, but 
it is a question whether he can do it over a 
longer distance than the Eclipse course Alto- 
gether the outlook for the twelve days’ sport 
yet to be decided at the Jockey Club’s head- 
quarters is open enough to absorb general 
attention to the end of the chapter.”
